Theaters Involved in Merger 
Were for Vaudeville 


SITUATION IS UNCHANGED 


Directors of the Society of Indepen. 
dent Mamagers Will Conduct 
Their Various Enterprises 
on Strictly Independent 
Lines. 


The directors of the society of inde- 


pendent managers (who include ‘Warri- 
son Grey Fiske, David Bdlasco, Lee 
Shubert, Walter N. Lawrence and Henry 
Miller), after a meeting in New York 
‘issued the following statement to the 


public regarding their position individ- 
vally and collectively with reepect to 
recent developments in the ‘theatrical 
field; 

“We desire to correct the general mis- 

apprehension that appears to exist and 
that has found expression throughout 
the press that there has been a ‘merger’ 
of the interests of the independent man- 
agers with what is known as the Theat- 
rical Syndicate. 
‘This misapprehension has grown out 
of the recént acquisition for vaudeville 
by the newly-formed United States 
Amusement Company of several thea- 
tres which hitherto have been operated 
as independent dramatic theatres under 
the management of the Shubert Theat- 
Tical Company, a corporation, the ma- 
jority of whose stock is owned by west- 
ern capitalists. The theatres in ques- 
tion comprise several that were acquired 
by the Shubert Theatrical Company to 
supplement the original circuft of tnde- 
pendent theatres, and their withdrawal 
does not in any respect alter the general 
aitukgpion. Fer the most part those 
theatres are situated In the cities of less- 
er importance, 

“Tt 1s our purpose to conduct our va- 
rious enterprises on strictly independent 
lines. Our indenendent interests. will 
remain independent, - ‘ 

“As was stated {in the announcement 
by the United States Amusement Com- 
pany, all contracts and booking obill- 
gations previously entered into for the 
independent theatres acquired by that 
cormporation will be fulfilled, but we de- 
sire it to be distinctly understood that 
the fulfillment of such obligations does 
not in any sense imply and should not 
be construed either by the press or the 
public as implying any agreement on 
our part that is contrary to the (princi- 
ples of theatrical independence.’’ 


APOSTLE’S CREED

| New York, May 6.—The longshoremen's 
strike, which has been on tor a week: 
in Brooklyn and Manhattan was sud-' 
denly extended today, when a number! 
of men employed on the docks on the 
Hudson, bot§ in New York and Hoboken, | 
left their places. It is estimated that 
about 3,000 went out. The’ strikers 
claim that tomorrow several thousand 
more men will strike, and that within 
forty-eight hours there will not be a 
longshoreman at work, except for com- 
panies which grant the increase in 
wages demanded.

CARS STOPPED 
FOR LONG TIME 


Street Car System Out of 
Commission for Over. 
One Hour,

For one hour and twenty-four min- 
utes yesterday afternoon the cars 
of the Georgia Railway and Electric 
Company were put out of commission, 
end during that time not a wheel in 
the city turned. It was raining’ at a 
terrific rate at the time, anc thousands 
of people were caught in the cars, re- 
turning from dinner. It was a case 
of walk or be late to the office. 

At the office of the Georgia Railway 
and Electric Company the following 
statement was given out: 

“At 2:25 yesterday afternoon, a 
stroke of lightning .struck the wire 
that carries the current from the Bull 
Sluice station to the Davis street 
transformer station. There are 22,000 
volts in this wire, and of that amount 
6,600 are used for the city cars. At 
the transformer station these 6,600 are 


changed into 500 volts of direct cur- 
rent, which is used to actualfy run 
the cars. When the lightning struck 
this wire, the company immediately 
began to prepare their engines on 
Davis street and Butler street, but be- 
fore these were in condition there .was 
a static discharge between Davis 
street and the substation on Alabama 
street; one of the cables was blown 
out to the direct current, and it was 
impossible to find the location of the 
blown out cable for some time. This 
was the cause of the long delay in 
the running’ of the cars. 

“There wa sonsicerable loss to the 
company because of this delay. The 
company operates i90 cars and 380 
workmen. It is estimated that be- 
tween $500 and $600 was lost in fares 
and about $108.40 lost in salaries, 
which made a loss of between $800 
and $900 in all.”

Colonel Robert Chisolm, Father of 
Defendant, Opens Argument for 
Defense—Attacks Thaw Ex- 
perts in Uase — Females 
Burst Into Tears. 


Birmingham, Ala, May 6.—Arguments 
began today in the trial of Alexander 
R. Chisolm, former paying teller of the 
First National bank of Birmingham, 


from that institution, which sum it is 
alleged he lost in cotton speculation. Lee 
C. Bradley made the opening argument 
for the’ prosecution. He said in réeview- 
ing Chisolm’s life and conduct that he 
was possessed with the fever “which is 
the curse of every American young man 
at some time in his life—the get-rich- 
quick fever.’’ ‘Attorney Bradley closed 
by saying: 

“No, gentlemen of the jury, this young 
man has fooled his father and mother; 


he has fooled the national bank ex- 
aminer, who is an expert in his busi- 
ness, and I beg you to beware lest he 
fool you, too.’’ , 
Colonel Robert Chisolm, father of the 
defendant, made the opening argument 
for the defense. He argued that if his 
gon had been of criminal intent, he 
would not have returned to the bank 
the money he made in winnings in his 
speculation, Colonel Chiso]jm said that 
i¢ his gon had possessed the remarkable 
ability and will power that the prosecu- 
tion says he, does, ‘‘why would he have 
come back here, thereby putting his 
neck in the halter, as it were?’ 
Colonel Chisolm argued that the de- 
fendant’s acts showed him to be not 
in ‘sound mind. The case is expected .to 
reach the jury late this afternoon. 
Jurors’ Eyes Dimmed With Tears. 


Colonel Chisolm made a sharp attack 
upon Dr, W. A. White, the Thaw expert 
who testified in the case, referring to 
him as ‘“‘that big bloated dootor from 
Washington.” 

The epeaker also made sarcastic ref- 
erence to Walker Percy, director of the 
bank, who testified as to Chisolm’s 
éGonfession. He argued that this confes- 
sion should be excluded, on the ground 
that it was obtained under compulsion 
and said even if hig son was guilty of 
violating an act of congress, he was 
not gulity of a violation of the law of 
God in that no intent to defraud had 
been shown. In conclusion Colonel’ 
Chisolm appealed to the jury to spare 
his son “the ignominy of a sentence to 
imprisonment.”’ 

As he spoke ther eyes of the jurors 
dimmed and the female members of the 
defendant’s family burst into tears, 
covering their ‘faces with their hands.

FICHTING IN DARK 


FOR THE ACCUSED 


So Say the Lawyers for 
Moyer and Haywood, 


And the Attorneys for the Accused 
Miners Want Bill of Particulars. 
Motion Is Being Opposed 
by the Attorneys 
for the State. 


‘Boise, Idaho, May 6.—Judge Fremont 
will on Wednesday next decide if on the 
eve of hig triaj for the murder of For- 
mer Governor G@teunenberg, William 
Haywood is entitled to receive at the 
hand of the state a bill of particulars 
specifying . the overt acts charged 
against him. The motion of the de- 
ifense for this disclosure of the state 
Was argued at length today and at the 
conclusion of the discussion the court 
announced that it would make a decision 


at the time stated, 
Prisoner Under Guard. 

The prisoner, under guard of Gheriff 
Hodgin and two deputies was brought 
into court for the argument and of his 
counsel ‘both Frank Richardsam, of Den- 
ver, and Clarence Darrow, of Chicago, 
pleaded in his behalf. Senator Boran 
phone spoke in behalf of the state, 
although James H. Hawley, his assoct- 
ate, was in the court room when the pro- 
ceedings ‘began. 

The discussion, always earnest, was 
characterized at times by deep feeling 
and dramatic intensity. Mr. Richard- 
son, who opened the argument, contend- 
ed that the indictment was lacking in 
particularity, that it left the defendants 
in the dark as to the nature of the case 
to be presented against them amd the de- 
fendants were entitled to a more specific 
showing of the case. 

Mr. Borah in reply declared that the 
defense was seeking a disclosure of the 
iproof in the hands of the state rather 
than more perfect pleadings and asserted 
that the reports contained no single 


authority ‘that would support such a 
contention. 


> 


Darrow Charges Unfairness. 
Mr. Darrow, who closed the argument, 
began by saying that it was the purpose 
of the defense to fecure a disclosure of 
the evidence in the hands of the prose- 
cutino and asked why the defense was 
not entitled to such a showing. He made 
a spirited attack wuipon the attitude ofr 
the prosecution toward its witnesses and 
evidence, describing it as mysterious, 
unfair and unjust. He asserted that the 
only question involved was one of fair- 
hess and justice to the accused; laid 
stress upom the difficulty of securing 
testimony from distant points and the 
danger ‘to the defense of “surprise” tes- 
timony and passionately asserted that 
the rights of the prisoners were as much 
in the hands of the prosecution as in 
the keeping of the defense. 

In answer to Judge Wood, Mr. Darrow 
said that the defense was not ready to 
go to trial, Dut Mr. Richardson inter- 
rupted him with the qualification that 
the. defense Was as near ready, under 
circumstances where the case of thea 
State was withheld, as it would ever be.

Dr. Charles Hunter Dunn, of Boston, 
hag his subject, ‘‘Recent Advances in 
the Knowledge of Tuberculosis in Chil- 
dren.” He said in early life tuber- 
culosis did yot affect the lungs as it 
did jn the case of aduits, but frequently 
remained bidden in tue internal glands 
in children until an acute form of tu- 
berculosis meningitis, or pneumonia 
caused death. He ueciared that caildren 
have no power of resistance against these 
acute outbreaks, and that smali babies 
showed no tendency toward the healing 
of the desions. 


The Vartous Theories. 


Coming to the sources of tubercular in- 

fection, he mentioned the various the- 
to 
dust, or moist systems, and said that 
while there was truth in all of them, 
the commonest source was house conta- 
gion from tubercular surroundings. In 
the order of frequency, he said, tuber- 
culosis entered the boay through the 
lungs, through the iptestines, or through 
the tonsils and the pharynx, and then 
located itself in the nearest glands, In 
diagnosing latent forms of the disease, 
he said that the X-ray was the most 
important method of discovering it. 

Finally he spoke upon the subject of 
immunizing @ person against tubercu- 
losis by means of vaccination. 

He reviewed the progress that had 
been made in that direction, and § said 
he believed that human hearts were in a 
pretty good state of natural resistance, 
and he held out hope of finding a vac- 
cine to make the resistance absolute. 

‘Dr. Henry L. K. Shaw, of Albany, N. 
Y., in discussing the question, ‘‘The 
Present Status of the Transmissibility 
of’ Bovine Tuberculosis as IMustrated by 
Infants and Young Children,”’ argued 
that the usual method of acquiring the 
disease was through the contagion of 
man to man, ang not through milk and 
other foods.

Pengacola, Fla., May 6.—Although a 
year has elapsed since the Ackerman 
family, composed of husband and wife 
and seven children, was murdered and 
then burned in Santa Rosa county, near 
here, detectives have just procured in- 
formation which today caused the ar- 
rest of two white men, Joe Stanley and 
William C. Smith, who are charged 
with having committed the _ crime. 
Stanley was arrested in Geneva, Ala., 
while Smith was found at Gonzalez and 
brought through here today by offi- 
cers en route to Milton, the county site 
of Santa Rosa county. 
discovered that the 
house in which the Ackerman family 
resided had been burned, an investi- 
gation ensued, and, while it was at 
first thought that the entire family had 
become suffocated and, thus unable to 
leave the burning building, it was later 
discovered that several of fthe older 
members, particularly the father, wife. 


(and older son, had been struck on the 


head, the skulls being crushed. It was 
also found that the father had arisen 
from the bed and had evidently seized 
his shotgun to fight for the lives of his 
family, as the gun was found lying 
near his charred body, with one hand 
resting upon it. 

The jury could not fix the crime upon 
any one, and shortly afterwards both 
Stanley and Smith left that county. 
Rewards amounting to nearly twenty- 
five hundred dollars were Offered, and 
detectives were induced to work up the 
case, and, while it required a year to 
do so, they now claim that they have 
strong information against the two 


men.

The duty of the general govern- 
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Growth of Foreign Cotton Industry. 
In a recent article The Constitu- 
tion called attention to the marvelous 
growth of the cotton manufacturing 
industry in Italy. There has been no 
less @f progress in other European 
ecuntries as the figures show. 

Of the growth of the English cot- 
ton manufacturing industry, Consul 
W. H. Bradley, of Manchester, 
writes: 

The lafest figures as to the number 
of new mills built since 1905, and their 
capacity, has just come to hand. They 
give 99 Tew mills, having a capacity 
of 8,865,968 spindles. These mills are 
nearly all working, or will be working 
this year, and add an item toward the 
question of the cotton market for the 
coming season. 

With the enormously § increased 
spindle capacity in England and on 
the continent, Consul Bradley con- 
cludes there will be a 20 per cent in- 
crease in the consumption of raw 
ectton in 1907 as compared with 
1905, or a demand for additional 
baies to the number of 3,101,230. 
With no prospective increase in the 
world’s supply, he looks for a total 
demand in 1907 for 18,607,485 bales, | 
which would mean a deficit of 825,048 
beles, and says in conclusion: 

As yet no great amount of cotton is 
produced in any new centers. Egypt 
may give a slightly increased yield, but, 
India, I believe, wilf show a diminishea 
product. It looks, then, as if—should 


the present market for cotton yarn and 
piece goods hold, which seems probable 


fear a much. reduced price for their 
staple. 

Austria, Germany and other Euro- 
pean countries have greatly increased 
their spindle capacity in the last year 
cr two, all of which will weigh in the 
general tendency to increase the de- 
mand. 

As to profits, we quote from the 
Lnited States consular reports: 

A Manchester correspondent of a Lon- 
don journal states that the first three 
months of this year has been one of 
the most prosperous periods ¢ver  ex- 
perienced by cotton-spinning companies 
in Lancashire. The results of the stock 
takings of various companies show that 
large gains have been made. A number 
of concerns did not issue balance sheets, 
but where figures are available the prof- 
it works out at about 35 per cent per 
annum on the share capital. In most 
eases the dividend paid is at the rate 
of 10 per cent per annum. (Large sums, 
however, have been written off for de- 
preciation and reserve funds are steadily 
increasing. On the whole the position 
of spinners is well maintained, and the 
margin of profit between the raw cot- 
ton and the finished yarn is remunera- 
tive. 

We could not ask any better evi- 
dence from the foreign markets of 
the fact that the producer has been 
more than reasonable in his degnand 
for a fair price for his cotton. In- 
ternal evidence has proven the just- 
mcss and correctness of the attitude 
of the Farmers’ Union in fixing the 
minimum price for cotton at 11 cents, 
nor could it ‘be more strongly sup- 
ported than by what we have quoted 
as to conditions in Burope. 

It is evident from these and other 
facts which we have from time to 
time presented, that the producer 
hclds the whip handle, and it is up 
to him to wield it. By presenting a 
united front through the Farmers’ 
Union, and living up to regulations 
agreed upon providing for a proper 
n.erketing of the crop, the producer

South’s Manufacture of Cotton. 

It is possibly a long look ahead to 
the time when the south will manu- 
fscture most -of the great fleecy 
staple which is the product of her 
fields. Still, there is no more im- 
portant economic {problem for this 
section and po more alluring branch 


ef commercia] activity than the in- 


creased output of . textile fabrics 
from mills located contiguous to the 
ficlds where the staple is grown. 

The profit from the raising of cot- 
ton for the world’s consumption is 
now, and will continue for an indefi- 
inte period, to come to the south, 
since we raise 70 per cent of the en- 
tire supply of the world. The profit 
tc the producer of cotton is, how- 
ever, relatively small. The profit to 
the manufacturer is immense, and 
this larger profit goes to England 
and to Germany. 

The increased manufacture of cot- 
tcn in the south will require, as a 
corollary, the expansion of markets, 
the establishment of new trade con- 
nections abroad, the building up of 
mcre extensive commercial relations 
and new lines of transportation in 
order to provide for the consump- 
tion of the increased output. 

The chief obstacle and the main 
difficulty in the way of such a pro- 
gram is not far to seek. Every stu- 
dent of economic conditions must 
realize that the most serious draw- 
back is the obstinate “stand pat” 
tariff sentiment. Against the tariff 
wall the south may be said to be 
tutting its head in impotent rage. 

Proper tariff concessions would 
open. up markets which are now 
closed to our. products. South 
America, at our very doors, is buy- 
ing abroad. Southern merchants and 
manufacturers are more familiar 
with trade conditions and have more 
extensive (trade relations with the 
Orient than with Brazil, Argentine or 
Paraguay. 

There is now pending before the 
French chambers a Dill placing a 
prohibitive duty on imports of cot- 
ton seed oi] from the United States. 
Ccnsul General Mason has appealed 
to the ‘state department to make 
some efforts to appease the resent- 
ment which France feels against the 
tariff impositions by the United 
States. Germany, despite the tem- 
porary agreement, is dissatisfed and 
a tariff war with that country is 
f:eely predicted. 

The Constitution referred a few 
?yS ago to the fact that England 
méenufactured 64 per cent of the cot- 
ton fabrics required by the world. 
The following figures in this connec- 
tion are interesting. When it is re- 
called that a bale of cotton worth 
$50, when made up into cloth worth 
from 12 to 60 cents a yard and even 
hihger for the fancy textiles, in- 
creases in value in a percentage that 
runs into the thousands, the amount 
we are annually losing, that we ought 
‘o make, becomes apparent. 

For raw cotton we received last 
year an average of 11 cents a pound. 
For the seven months ending with 
March we exported to the United 
Kingdom raw cotton to the value of 
$177,707,190 and to Germany we sent 
cotton vdfued at $102,064,244. €or 
her cotton exports England received 
a half billion of dollars. The United 
States manufactured less cotton than 
ingland exported. 

The advocates of the ship subsidy 
tell us that if we had more vessels 
we would have more trade, and seek 
t)» use this crow-bar to gain an en- 
trance into the national treasury. 
Some impertinent people might ven- 
ture to suggest that if we had less 
tariff and less proteotion, we might 
have more trade and correspondingly 
more vessels. The only other possi- 
ble reasonable argument that could 
be advanced*is that England is en- 
abled on account of her climatic ad- 
vantages to turn out a better and 
more durable quality of cotton goods. 
If this is so, England wiN continue 
to enjoy the trade of the world for 
the finer grade of goods. But south- 
ern mills.an@ American mills, gen- 
erally, have already gained an ex- 
tensive foothold in the Orfent and 
are supplying John Chinaman with 
the plainer fabrics and the coarser 
grade of cotton goods. Yet England 
scold in Asia during 1906 cotton man- 
ulactured goods worth $203,625,900, 
while our sales amounted to the 
insignificant total of 
Te Africa, England sent cotton goods 
worth $32,644,600, while the United 
Siafes sent to Africa cotton goods 
worth the mere bagatelle of half a 
million. ‘

PRESIDENT BARRETT TALKS 


66 HAVE but little to say concern- 

| ing Mr. Harvie Jordan’s re- 

cently’ published communica- 
tion,” stated Mr. C. S. Barrett, presi- 
dent of the Farmers’ Union, who was 
in Atlanta yesterday... That letter is 
contained in a card I will ask you to 


publish.” “i 

And this is what President Barrett 
writes: | 

Mr. Barrett’s Card. 

“Mr. Jordan pute himself to a great 
deal of trouble occupying two col- 
umns in the newspapers in trying to 
convict me of having talked with him 
concerning the European trip for which 
he says he engaged passage for both 
of us. Mr. Jordan could have saved 
himself a great deal of trouble by not 
arguing the question, for I would have 
made no issue with him on his simple 
Statement of facts. 

“The truth of the matter is simply 
this: 

“According to instructions from my 
people, I went to New York in re- 
sponse to a call from Mr. McCall, who 
was the president of the last confer- 
ence between the growers and the spin- 
ners. Mr. Jordan was there also, and, 
incidental to the conference with Mr. 
McCall, the international convention 
at Vienna was discussed. It was sug- 
gested that both Mr. Jordan and I go, 
and in the conversation that followed 
I expressed my willingness to do so. 

“Mr. Jordan states that he made‘ ar- 
rangements for the trip accordingly. 
I left New York and went to the Pa- 
cific coast in extending the organiza- 
tion of the Farmers’ Union. 

“The sentiment among the members 
of the Farmers’ Union in every south- 
ern state is violently and overwhelm- 
ingly antagonistic to Mr. Jordan. They 
have absolutely no confidence in him. 


-The rank and file of the association 


will never get over his intimate asso- 
ciation with Mr. Hoadley, the Wall 
Street speculator, who boldly proclaim- 
ed that he was in constant touch with 
the cotton developments in the south 
through Mr. Jordan. 

“The truth is, Mr. Jordan and a few 
of his newspaper organs took unjust 
advantage of the fact that while in 
New York I treated Mr. Jordan as a 
gentleman. We were both tnvited to 
the same conference, and naturally I 
conducted myself in a gentlemanly 


manner toward him. The next thing I, 


heard was that Mr. Jordan and his 
friends were plastering the whole 
south with newspaper reports indicat- 
ing, in effect, that I had entirely re- 
versed my position as regards Mr. Jor- 
dan—for if we were going to Europe 


| 


with our arms around each other, as 
pictorially presented, I could not have 
been sincere in all’ I had said about 
him previously. “ 

“I have not one word to retract in 
anything I have heretéfore said about 
Mr. Jordan. I reiterate every state- 
ment. There.is no common cause be- 
tween the Southern Cotton Association 
as at present officered and the Farm- 
ers’ Union. Ours is an organization of 
farmers banded together for the sin- 
gle cause of getting the best results 
possible out of the products of our toil. 
Their’s is a nondescript organization 
of speculators, spinners and apparently 
everybody else who wants to join. It 
is naturally to the interest of the spin- 
ners to buy their cotton as low as 
they can get it. It fis to our interest 
to sell for the highest price we can 
get for it. While we propose to be 
fair with the spinners, we see no com- 
mon cause that would justify us in 
letting them fix the price at which we 
are to sell and they are to Buy. If 
we had listened to them a year ago 
the farmers of the south would have 
lost millions. and millions of dollars, 
further, the Southern Cotton Associa- 
tion begged and.entreated us to fix 
10 cents as the maximum price for 
which catton was to be held. We in- 
sisted upon I! cents, positively and 
firmly refusing to be led into the 10- 
cent trap, which, in our opinidén, was 
set by Mr. Hoadley. . We stood for 
Il-oent cotton, and the result is that 
every cotton farmer in the south has 
had an opportunity to get i! cents 
for his cotton, and today it is far 
above that. 

“I have nothing more to say in ref- 
erence to the matter of Mr. Jordan's 
European trip. He is welcome to take 
it if he wishes to do so, but I will 
not be along. 

“There is not a cotton farmer in the 
south who is not onto Mr. Jordan’s 
game, and it is no wonder that the 
record of the past year has been 
enough to practically annihilate his 
organization and drive it out of Geor- 
gia, where Mr. Jordan is .best known. 
It is today nothing more than a mem- 
ory, and the farmers of the south are 
coming to the Farmers’ Union so fast 
that it is difficult for us to keep up 
with the enrollment. .They know we 
are not fooling them and that we are 
an organization of farmers standing for 
the interest of the farmers. That is 
the fundamental prificiple of our plan 
of action, and the life of no organiza- 
tion was ever more. justified by events 
than ours has been. Its record speaks 
for itself, just as does that of the 
officers of the Southern Cotton Asso- 
ciation speak for it.

JUDGE PENDLETON CHARGES 
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GRAND JURY ON GAMBLING 


N his charge to the grand jury for 
May term of Tulton superior court 
yesterday morning, Judge John T. 

Pendleton delivered a scathing  de- 
nunciation upon gamblers and gam- 
bling and specifically charged the grand 
jury to investigate the reports that 
gambling is going on in Atlanta. 

“The professional gambler is a scab 
upon the body politic,” declared Judge 
Pendleton, “‘and he is a disgrace to the 
community in which he lives. 

“There is less cxcuse for gambling 
than for any offense in the catalogue 
of crime. A man may commit murder 
because he imagines some injury has 
been done him, or he may steal be- 
cause he is hungry; but the gambler 
violates the law without provocation 
or excuse. He is a nuisance and a pest,

because he produces nothing, but lives 
off the labor of others. 

“It, has been reported that vigilance 
has been relaxed on, the part of some 
public officials, and that gambling has 
been allowed to exist in this county. 
If this be true, you can find it out. 
provided there igs any degree of 
publicity connected with it. If you find 
it to be true, it willbe your duty to 
make indictments according to your 
finding. But, whether it be true or not, 
it is due the public at large that you 
make a thorough investigation, and by 
so doing satisfy the public mind.” 

After concluding with gamblers anil 
gambling, Judge Pendleton confined the 
remainder of his charge to routine 
matters upon which the law requires

He had read 
of hold-ups and highway robberies and 
he had enough forethought to take a pis- 
to] along with him. He held the bag 
of money in hand and the pistol in the 
other. He walked along slowly and 
picked his way gingerly, peering ahead 
and around corners for any lurking rob- 
ber. 

When he was nearly home he ap- 
proached a very dark alley. He became

Suddenly there stepped from the alley 
and directly in front of him a negro. 

‘Look out! Look out there! Look 
out!" screamed Martin at the top of his 
voice and before the man from the alley.

CITY ADOPTS 
CARD SYSTEM 


Board of Health Takes Action 
onthe Dairy Situa- 
tion, 


At the meeting of the board of health 


yesteday afternoon, on motion of Dr. 
Vaughn, the new score-card system of 
regulating the control of the dairy 
farms was adopted. Recently three 
distinguished visitors, Professor J. E. 
Dorman, of Washington, D. C., dairy 
division, bureau of animal industry, 
United States department of agricul- 
ture; Professor C. L. Willoughby, ex- 
periment station of Georgia, and Dr. 
George M. Whitaker, inspector, dairy 
division, United States department of 
agriculture, addressed the board. These 
men came to the city about two weeks 
ago, and have been studying the situ- 
ation here, so that they could advise 
the board of health what measures 
would be best to enact. Dr. Whitaker 
outlined the score-card system, explain- 
ing that 100 per cent was used as per- 
fect, and the dairies were graded by 
numbers instead cf by words, such as 
clean, dirty, etc. 

Dr. Whitaker visited several of the 
dairies here, and reported to the board 
in what condition’ they were found. 
He reported that the average of the 
dairies was good, but there was con- 
siderable room for improvement; one. 
he said, was so offensive to the smell 
as well as to the eye that he refused 
to score it. 

It was announced that Dr. Whitaker 
would lecture at the Carnegie library 
tonight, on the “Model Dairy Farm.”
